Nezlnscot, charged, with, 
cowardice, 


have been disapproved by Secretary 
•Meyer. The'men will be restored to 
duty. 


Tho incident from which tho trial 


resulted, dates back to iA|ug. 11, when 
the 
Nczhiscot, 
while 
staggering 


around Capo Ann, Mass., before 
a 


-westerly gale, capsized' 
off Halibut 


Point and'four members of the crew 
wore drowned. Several others, In- 
cluding' the -captain, Assistant Sur- 
geon Trotter and another,', who were 
thrown into the water, clung to a 
raft and floating wreckage. 


•It was charged that tho four en- 


listed men while in the tug's boat, in 
charge of 'the boatswain, abandoned 
the three struggling men to ' their 
fute, in not standing by to give them 
all the-help possible. 
Surgeon Trot- 


ter lost his life. 


There were several findings by the 


court, including that 
of 
cowardly 


conduct in not protesting 
to 
tho 


boatswain against leaving ithe strag- 
glers in the water to their, fate. On 
.behalf of the four enlisted men it 
was argued that to have protested 
forcibly against the orders of 
tne 


commanding officer would have been 
outright mutiny, whereas on the oth- 
er hand the contention was advanc- 
ed . that a 
peaceful remonstrance 


against leaving those in 
the 
ater 


would have Ijeen commendable. 


'Various irregularities were discov-1 


ered in the findings of the court, ana 
rather than again call its members 
together, Secretary Mteyer concluded 
to discontinue further 
proceedings 


and to restore the men to duty, in- 


asmuch, as, after all, tho 
offense 


charged was not one of enormity.

several hours of seeming 
certainty 


that they luul identified the portions 
of a young woman's body which have 
been found scattered on the outskirts 
of this town, the 
authorities have 


again lapsed Into a state of' extreme 
doubt. 


It had been thought Uiat the body 


was that of a South Scituate young 
woman, but direct comparisons dis- 
sipated this belief. 
In ah effort to 


establish a connection a size '3 shoe 
was tried on one of the dismembered 
feet and found to tit it exactly. The 
young woman in mind wears a size 5 
shoe. 
Thus the police are left to 


start afresh In the unravelling of the 
mystery. 


A side attempt to identify the vic- 


tim and place the responsibility, made 
In Fall luver, was without result, 
also. 
It led. however, to the tern 


porary detention of a young man who 
had been-keeping company with a girl 
who is now missing. 
The fact that 


he was unable to account for hlmsell 
on 
Saturday and 
Sunday 
nights 


seemed to the police sufficient reason 
to hold him. Upon 
ascertaining, 


however, that the missing girl had 
no excessive lameness, signs of which 
were found In the-right foot here, the 
police released him. 


Following an autopsy 
which 
was 


held on the torso, Medical Examiner 
Stimson stated that "there were evi- 
dences of an attempt 
at abortion. 


There were no signs of peritonitis or 
any fever." 


The cause of death was either not 


ascertained or not made public. The 
doctors stated that it could not defi- 
nitely be placed until the head ' is 
located. This is the only portion of 
the body now missing. 


The dally contribution to the grue- 


some collection of severed parts of 
the body was again forthcoming Wed- 
nesday to aid In building the whole. 
A continuation of this success today 
will result in the entire, 
although 


dismembered, body.

Yesterday the arms and a leg from 


the knee down was found at a place 
off Biilgcrmarsh road, nearly a mile 
west of the point where the rest of 
the legs were found on Monday. 


As in thecaseof all the other parts, 


the arms and portion of the leg were 
iiidden just off a by-path.

:aken to indicate that a vehicle must 
lave been used, the disposer of the 
body making excursions Into the un- 
derbrush at various points along the 
•oad. 


A minor result of the day's search 


was the finding near Bliss' Four Cor- 
ners of a hair "rat" and .handkerchief, 
lioth blood-stained. 


The fact that a 
criminal 
opera- 


pregnant and that a criminal opera- 
tion had been attempted was the most 
mportant announcement following the 
autopsy. 
It is believed, however, 


that much of the results are

Method of 


Concrete House 


Construction 


^ NEW niethbd of combining reinforcing and concrete In the build- 


ing of concrete homes is in ,vogue. It is an entirely'combina- 


tion of steel tubing, wire, malleable lltllngs and- concrete, and with . 
the.exception of piers," the concrete is not depended on to carry any : 
of the load, but is used only as sturdier or body to the building. 


The entire framework can be erected before the concrete work is 


started, making it'possible.to inspect the position and quality of the 
steel and to erect a building in much shorter time than if required 
by other methods. No forms or centering are required, which is an- 
other great advantage. 
. 
- 


The walls and floors are hollow, which reduces the weight of the 


building to a minimum, and the strain on the lioors is carried by wire 
in tension, test showing, it is claimed, that steel used in this way . 
gives nearly twice the strength of other forms of construction. Every 
partition, lloor and ceiling is interwoven with wire, and all steel and 
Wire is incased in cement, .which prevents corrosion or rust. 
The . 


exterior is of cement mortar, which permits any finish or form of orn- 
amentation desired.

A complete skeleton of steel tubing Is first erected, all pipe being 


cut-to length and drilled at the shop. The tube columns they form 
extend down to the basement floor and rest on concrete piers. -.None • 
of the pipes'are threaded,: but are put together-with- special malleable 
fittings,-bolted through columns and-girders. After the pipe frame is , 
completed, a system of horizontal trusses is constructed around the 
outside of the building on the level of the floors,, and to these are 
drawn t h e floor, wires-.

After the truss-wires are put in place, v*e Is drawn around the 


girders in both directions, either the entire length of .the structure or 
in such sections as'desired. This process gives a continuous wire 
drawn under a tension of nearly 1000 pounds, left free to adjust it- 
self to the strain as applied. 


: To serve as a medium to hold the concrete until it is hardened, 


expanded metal or wire cloth is placed under the top wires of the 
floor and to the vertical wires of the outside walls. In constructing 
the floors, the concrete is then dumped or shoveled onto the mattress 
thus formed and leveled off to an even surface. In the wall construc- 
tion, the cement plaster Is put on in the same way as any other plas- 
ter finish, the same also applying to the ceilings, to which Is applied 
the wire cloth after the floor above has hardened.
